Board votes to revisit gas station owners’ fees

The measure centered on 
the air quality district’s $2 fee 
per 1,000 gallons of gasoline 
sold per station that has stood 


since 2003 when the board 
approved a change to the fee 
schedule which taxes gas sta- 
tions by the number of gallons 
they sold instead of the num- 
ber of nozzles they had, and a 
separate fuel storage fee 
which had previously been in 
place.

ronmental impact report for 
the Ukiah Valley Area Plan. 

Concerns about the UVAP 
and what zoning will be 
approved in it are largely dri- 
ven by the possibility of a 
megamall at the former 
Masonite site and a large 
housing development on 
acreage along Lover’s Lane. 
An environmental report is 
one place to accumulate chal- 
lenges to long term develop- 
ment plans in an area like the 
Ukiah Valley. 

Before making comments, 
several of Wednesday’s 
speakers lamented that the 
meeting was held in the early 
afternoon instead of at night 
as previous scoping sessions 
had been. 

“I would have preferred to 
have an evening meeting so 
that more people could 
speak,” said Ellen Faulkner. 

Hal Voege said consultant 
Leonard Charles should keep 
in mind that UVAP is a 20- 
year plan, especially when 
studying topics like water use 
and the economic impact of 
development. 

“The real questions that we 
need to be asking start with 
the words ‘What if,” Voege 
said. 


Carol Rosenberg also 
expressed concerns about 
water use. 


“Before we know how 
much water we have, I don’t 
think we can do any planning 
for more connections,” she 
said. 

Other attendees said they 
hoped the EIR would address 
concerns such as the traffic 
that additional homes and 
stores would bring to the area 
and they’re effect on global 
warming. 

“I would hope that traffic 
flows would be accurate on 
these kind of plans,” said 
Donald Larson, who said traf- 
fic flows in the 2005 EIR 
were incorrect.

Man with rifle 
opens fire at busy 
Omaha mall 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — A 
man with a rifle opened fire at 
a busy department store 
Wednesday, killing eight peo- 
ple before taking his own life, 
in an attack that made holiday 
shoppers run screaming 
through a mall and barricade 
themselves in dressing rooms. 
Five more people were 
wounded, two critically. 

Witnesses said the gunman 
fired down on shoppers from a 
third-floor balcony of the Von 
Maur store. 

The gunman was found 
dead on the third floor with a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound, 
and his victims were discov- 


ered on the second and third 
floors, police said. 

“My knees rocked. I didn’t 
know what to do, so I just ran 
with everybody else,” said 
Kevin Kleine, 29, who was 
shopping with her 4-year-old 
daughter at the Westroads 
Mall, in a prosperous neigh- 
borhood on the city’s west 
side. She said she hid in a 
dressing room with four other 
shoppers and an employee. 

Keith Fidler, a Von Maur 
employee, said he heard a 
burst of five to six shots fol- 
lowed by 15 to 20 more 
rounds. Fidler said he huddled 
in the corner of the men’s 
clothing department with 
about a dozen other employ- 
ees until police yelled to get 
out of the store.

Mortgage plan will

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Bush administration has 
hammered out an agreement 
to freeze interest rates for cer- 
tain subprime mortgages for 
five years to combat a soaring 
tide of foreclosures, congres- 
sional aides said Wednesday. 

The aides, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because the details have not 
yet been released, said the 
five-year moratorium repre- 
sented a compromise between 
desires by banking regulators 
for a longer time frame of up 
to seven years and mortgage 
industry arguments that the 
freeze should last only one or 
two years.

Edwards hoping 
to push forward 


In the back of a crowded room at Daniel Webster 
College here, Joe Trippi, John Edwards’ campaign 
manager, watches closely as his candidate delivers a 
series of passionately populist orations, summed up by 
his declaration that “the few are controlling this 
democracy for the many.” 

Next to Trippi, his colleague Glen Pearcy tends a 
camera recording every word that the tie-less, blue- 
jeans-clad Edwards speaks for possible use in future 
television commercials.

As the news about the battle for the Democratic 
presidential nomination focuses on the increasingly 
bitter confrontation between Barack Obama and 
Hillary Clinton, Edwards is fighting for survival. He 
knows his fate hinges on a strong showing in the Iowa 
caucuses that are now less than a month away. He will 
be out of the race if he runs third. 

If Edwards fades, supporters of all three candidates 
agree that his backers are more likely to drift to 
Obama than to Clinton. Yet if Edwards gains ground, 
he could push either Clinton or Obama into third place 
-- crippling one of them. 

The Iowa polls suggest that this is Obama’s time. 
Over the weekend, The Des Moines Register released 
a survey showing the Illinois senator with 28 percent 
to Clinton’s 25 percent and Edwards’ 23 percent. 
Obama was up six points from the paper’s last poll, 
conducted in October. Clinton was down four, and 
Edwards held steady. A Pew/Associated Press poll 
released Monday still put Clinton on top, but inter- 
viewing for the survey began in early November. 

The Clinton camp is clearly worried and the candi- 
date herself is now taking Obama on personally. 
Addressing reporters in Iowa on Sunday, she spoke of 
“a big difference between our courage and our con- 
victions, what we believe and what we’re willing to 
fight for.” 

Standing in the way of a straight Obama-Clinton 
struggle is Edwards. He has been campaigning in 
Iowa since 2003, nearly won the caucuses over John 
Kerry four years ago, and stubbornly remains within 
easy striking distance of the front-runners. The 
Edwards campaign has a theory of how he can beat 
both of them. 

As Trippi sees it, Clinton has relied on support from 
less affluent voters, particularly women, who are espe- 
cially engaged on economic questions. 

Trippi argued in an interview that some of these 
soft Clinton voters could eventually move to Edwards 
because his message of economic populism and his 
background as a mill worker’s son will trump 
Clinton’s arguments based on her experience. Trippi 
claims to see “lots of potential” among “blue-collar 
women who are currently leaning her way.” 

Similarly, he says, some of Obama’s less-commit- 
ted voters actually prefer Edwards’ fighting style to 
Obama’s pledges to bring Washington together across 
party lines. Clinton, with her emphasis this weekend 
on what she’s “willing to fight for,” clearly senses the 
same vulnerability. 

David Plouffe, Obama’s campaign manager, agreed 
in a telephone interview on Monday that Democratic 
voters want a strong advocate for “Democratic 
ideals,” and see Obama in those terms. But he added: 
“Even the most hardened Democrats are tired of the 
partisanship and the game-playing.” 

Edwards, who was once tougher than Obama in his 
criticism of Clinton, may now profit as the onlooker in 
a Clinton-Obama slugfest. During his Nashua appear- 
ance last week, Edwards smilingly noted that “Sen. 
Obama and Sen. Clinton have been bickering about 
their health care plans.” Edwards said he shares 
Clinton’s view that universal health coverage would 
be impossible without a mandate on individuals to 
purchase insurance. Obama’s health plan contains no 
such mandate. 

Yet Edwards’ mild tone -- in contrast to his fiery 
attacks on a corporate-dominated Washington -- sug- 
gested that he prefers to have Clinton take the lead in 
the controversy. 

The Edwards theory is just that, a theory. The 
momentum is now with Obama even in a progressive 
blogosphere that has been favorably disposed toward 
Edwards. For example, Daily Kos’ regular canvas of 
its readers found a substantial bump upward for 
Obama between October and November. 

The big choice Edwards faces will be whether to 
move his campaign more to the sunny style that 
became the trademark of his 2004 effort. Edwards 
insists that he’s as optimistic as he ever was. 

Given the flow of the news, he has to be. Edwards 
needs a January surprise. But if he achieves it and 
pushes one of his leading foes into third place, he will 
revolutionize the Democratic campaign.

NEW YORK — Florida quarter- 
back Tim Tebow, trying to become the 
first sophomore to win the Heisman 
Trophy, and Arkansas running back 
Darren McFadden, the runner-up for 
last year’s award, were among the four 
finalists selected Wednesday. 

Missouri quarterback Chase Daniel 
and Hawaii quarterback Colt Brennan 
were the other finalists. They will all 
be in New York on Saturday night 
when the award is given to the top 
player in college football. 

“T think it’s a good race,” Brennan 
said at a news conference. “I think 
anybody can win it. It’s up to the vot- 
ers. It will be interesting to see how it 
plays out.” 

The Heisman race took a while to 
develop this season and seemed wide 
open until the last month when Tebow, 
McFadden and Daniel emerged as 
front-runners. 


Since the first Heisman was given 
to Chicago’s Jay Berwanger in 1935, 
all 70 players who have won college 
football’s most prestigious award have 
been juniors or seniors. 

Tebow could break that trend. The 
ultimate dual-threat quarterback, the 
235-pound Tebow ran for 838 yards 
and an Southeastern Conference- 
record 22 touchdowns. 

He’s also the nation’s second-lead- 
ing passer, having completed 68 per- 
cent of his throws for 3,132 yards, 
with 29 touchdowns and just six inter- 
ceptions in his first season as a starter. 

Tebow’s already had a historic sea- 
son, becoming the first major college 
player to run for 20 touchdowns and 
throw 20 TD passes in the same sea- 
son. 

“He has done things that no one else 
in college football has been able to do 
and I hope people realize the magni- 
tude of his accomplishments,” Florida 
coach Urban Meyer said in a state- 


ment. 

McFadden was one of the preseason 
favorites after finishing second to 
Ohio State quarterback Troy Smith last 
year. His candidacy lagged with a 
mediocre October, but he gave himself 
a boost with a spectacular November. 
In the final month of the season, 
McFadden tied the SEC record with 
321 yards rushing against South 
Carolina, and ran for 206 yards and 
three TDs and also threw a touchdown 
pass to lead the Razorbacks to a 50-48 
triple overtime victory over then-No. 1 
LSU. 

McFadden could become the fifth 
player to win the Heisman the year 
after being the runner-up, joining Tom 
Harmon of Michigan, Glenn Davis of 
Army, O.J. Simpson of USC and 
Herschel Walker of Georgia. 

Daniel was one of six quarterbacks 
to reach 4,000 yards passing this sea- 
son. He threw for 4,170 yards and 33 
TDs to get the surprising Tigers within 


a victory of reaching the BCS national 
championship game. 

“This shines a huge light, a shining 
light, on the University of Missouri 
and the state,” Missouri coach Gary 
Pinkel said in a conference call with 
the Mizzou Tiger Club of St. Louis on 
Wednesday. 

This season, Brennan led Hawaii 
(12-0) to the only perfect regular sea- 
son in major college football and its 
first Bowl Championship Series 
appearance, but his numbers were 
down from last year because he lost 
some time to injuries. 

In the Warriors’ run-and-shoot 
offense, Brennan passed for 4,174 and 
38 touchdowns. He also set the major 
college record for career touchdown 
passes with 131. 

“Tt’s a great feeling because it’s not 
like I’m the only one getting rewarded 
here, it’s everybody who played with 
me getting rewarded,” Brennan said.

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Bryant shakes off stomach virus, scores 20 
points to help Lakers beat banged-up Wolves

An ailing Kobe Bryant was 
still good enough against the 
banged-up Minnesota 
Timberwolves. 

Bryant shook off the same 
stomach flu that sent team- 
mate Andrew Bynum to the 
hospital, scoring 13 of his 20 
points in the first quarter to set 
the tone in the Los Angeles 
Lakers’ 116-95 victory on 
Tuesday night. 

“How are you going to tell 
if he’s got the flu?” acting 
Wolves coach Jerry Sichting 
said. “He’s a lot like Jordan. It 
doesn’t matter with guys like 
that. He made ME sick.” 

Bryant spent the day in his 
hotel room, unable to keep 
any food or fluids down for 
most of the afternoon. But he 
refused hospital treatment 
leading up to a game he knew 
his team had to win. 

“Its tough, but as the 
leader of this ball club you 
have to come out and play 
through that,” Bryant said. 
“Set the tone early, and I was 
able to do that.” 

Two other top scorers 
couldn’t. LeBron James 
missed his third straight game, 
and Cleveland was routed 
100-79 by New Jersey. 
Sacramento’s Kevin Martin 
strained his right groin and is 
expect to miss four to six 
weeks, but the Kings recov- 
ered to beat Utah 117-107. 

In other games, it was: 
Detroit 106, Atlanta 95; 
Phoenix 121, Indiana 117; and 
Milwaukee 87, the Los 
Angeles Clippers 78. 

Bryant appeared to be a lit- 
tle less explosive than his 
usual self, until he threw 
down a 360-degree dunk off a 
fast break late in the second 


quarter. He also had five 
assists, helping the Lakers 
snap a two-game losing streak 
despite playing without 
Ronny Turiaf (concussion), 
Kwame Brown (ankle) and 
Bynum. 

“I made a point to come out 
and be really aggressive. Kind 
of set the tone a little bit,” 
Bryant said. “I kind of let my 
teammates know that this is a 
game we have to get. No mat- 
ter if we’re short-handed or 
not, we have to come out here 
and take care of business.” 

Al Jefferson had 12 points 
and 12 rebounds, but shot just 
5-for-14 from the field. The 
Timberwolves have lost their 
past three games by a com- 
bined 65 points and are an 
NBA-worst 2-14. 

The Timberwolves have 
been banged up all season, 
which certainly hasn’t helped 
matters in what already was 
expected to be a difficult year 
after Kevin Garnett was dealt 
to Boston. Randy Foye (knee) 
and Theo Ratliff (knee) have 
been out for weeks, while 
Rashad McCants (knee) and 
Mark Madsen (shoulder) have 
recently returned from 
injuries. 

Marko Jaric missed the 
game with a foot injury, leav- 
ing the Wolves with Sebastian 
Telfair as the only healthy 
point guard. 

Even their coach hasn’t 
been able to stay healthy. 
Randy Wittman missed the 
game and will be out indefi- 
nitely when he undergoes 
back surgery on Wednesday. 
Sichting will fill in until 
Wittman returns, though the 
team has not said when that 
will be. 

“Tt seems like when it rains 


it pours,” forward Antoine 
Walker said. “Anything that 
could possibly go wrong has.”

Richard Jefferson scored a 
season-high 36 points, Vince 
Carter added 19 and visiting 
New Jersey took advantage of 
LeBron James’ absence.

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Raiders uncertain at QB 
as Favre’s streak is about 
to reach 250 games

ALAMEDA — Blame it on 
injuries, poor performance or 
JaMarcus Russell’s holdout, 
the Oakland Raiders have 
gone into nearly every week 
this season now knowing who 
their starting quarterback 
would be.

“In a perfect scenario and a 
perfect team, you have a guy 
that starts all 16 games, and 
goes to the Pro Bowl, plays 
every snap,” Kiffin said 
Wednesday. “I can’t change 
that. I can’t go back and fix 
that, so we just deal with it. 
Fortunately, the last two quar- 
terbacks that have started for 
us have played well in those 
games. That does comfort 
you, that regardless of who 
the starter is, they played well, 
and it’s a lot better scenario 
than trying to figure out who 
your starter is and both guys 
are playing poorly.

Todd Marinovich started 
for Oakland the week Favre 
began his streak, going 12- 
for-26 for 161 yards and two 
interceptions in a 27-7 loss at 
Kansas City.

Booty missed time with 
injuries and never made a 
serious run. Injuries also held 
back Hart. Brohm and Rice 
had big numbers, but their 
teams slumped. 

Midway through the sea- 
son, Tebow and Oregon quar- 
terback Dennis Dixon started 
separating themselves from 
the pack in the Heisman race. 
A knee injury ended Dixon’s 
season early and probably 


cost him a trip to New York 
for the award presentation. 

Dixon and the Ducks were 
No. 2 in the country heading 
into their 10th game of the 
season. His left knee buckled 
early in a loss to Arizona and 
he was lost for the season. 
Without him, the Ducks lost 
their final two games. 

Dixon finished the season 
with 2,136 yards passing and 
20 touchdown passes and ran 
for 583 yards and nine touch- 
downs. 

West Virginia quarterback 
Pat White was getting lots of 
Heisman consideration late in 
the season, when he had four 
straight 100-yard rushing 
games and had the 
Mountaineers a win away 
from playing for the national 
title. 

But White and West 
Virginia fell flat in their sea- 
son finale, losing 13-9 to 
Pittsburgh. White missed 
about half the Pitt game with a 
dislocated thumb on his right 
(non-throwing hand) and fin- 
ished the regular season with 
1,185 yards rushing and 1,548 
yards passing.

Still an experiment in 
putting together a viable tele- 
vision network, the CW con- 
tinues to build on the same 
young adult audience that 
followed series like 
“Smallville” and “Everybody 
Hates Chris,” holdovers from 
the old UPN and the WB net- 
works. I hate to break the 
news to you, but the 
“Gilmore Girls” are gone, 
though “Gossip Girl” is far 
from the fitting replacement. 
Nevertheless, the network 
says the median age of its 
audience is 32, and Dawn 
Ostroff, the CW President of 
Entertainment told an assem- 
bly of TV critics that her net- 
work is “the only broadcaster 
targeting 18 to 34 year-olds.” 
This might be news to CBS, 
which reportedly is targeting 
the same demographic if only 
to reduce the median age of 
its audience to something 
below that of the qualifying 
age to receive Social 
Security. 

Moving into its second 
season, the CW, according to 
Ostroff, is “looking ahead, 
focusing on the future, and 
creating new hits that will 
further define our network,” 
especially with youth. This 
state of affairs explains, of 
course, a show like “Gossip 
Girl,” based on the popular 
series of young-adult novels 
by Cecily von Ziegesar. The 
one-hour drama focuses on 
the privileged prep school 
teens of Manhattan’s swank 
Upper East Side, where 
socialite Serena van der 
Woodsen (Blake Lively) sud- 


denly ends her self-imposed 
exile to boarding school to 
return to Manhattan. Once 
the Upper East Side’s most 
notorious party girl, Serena’s 
reasons for returning are 
mysterious. Blair Waldorf 
(Leighton Meester) and 
Serena have always been best 
friends, but the relationship 
has been competitive. 

When Serena was out of 
the picture, Blair enjoyed her 
time in the spotlight. Now 
their uneasy relationship is 
further complicated by 
Blair’s boyfriend Nate 
(Chace Crawford), a young 
man uneasy with all the priv- 
ileges handed to him. With 
Serena on the scene, Blair 
will have to fight to hold 
onto Nate’s attention. The 
tension between Blair and 
Serena isn’t lost on all the 
others in the preppy crowd, 
since they all live for gossip 
and scandal, along with sex 
and drugs. This isn’t a series 
that fits in the family hour. 
To the contrary, it sounds 
very much like a television 
version of “Cruel Intentions,” 
which involved seduction and 
manipulation of rich teens in 
New York’s upper crust soci- 
ety. 

A one-hour drama more 
suitable to family viewing is 
“Life is Wild,” which chroni- 
cles the lives of a blended 
family that moves from the 
urban jungle of New York 
City to a game preserve deep 
inside South Africa. The 
series seems vaguely reminis- 
cent of “Daktari,” a series 
that aired roughly 40 years 
ago about a veterinarian and

his family relocated to Africa. 
Similarly, “Life is Wild” stars 
D.W. Moffett as Danny, the 
vet who takes his second 
wife Jo (Stephanie Niznik) 
and their kids from previous 
marriages to a broken-down 
lodge called the Blue 
Antelope. Katie (Leah Pipes) 
is unable to forgive her father 
Danny for uprooting the fam- 
ily, and frankly he’s lost his 
mind. 

The adjustment to life in 
the wild affects everyone, as 
Jo was a sought-after divorce 
attorney and Danny’s skills 
as a vet made him a favorite 
with wealthy New Yorkers 
and their pampered pets. 
Danny is eager to return the 
Blue Antelope to the thriving 
safari business it once was, 
namely because it is owned 
by the father of his deceased 
first wife. The children natu- 
rally spend their first days in 
Africa resenting the upheaval 
of their lives, but then they 
meet some locals and start to 
love the breathtaking vistas 
of the bush country, the wild 
animals and the vibrant cul- 
ture. 

When you have a series in 
which the Devil turns out to 
be a charming guy who is 
very solicitous in getting peo- 
ple to do bad things, you 
have to wonder if it isn’t 
about TV network executives. 
“Reaper,” one-hour show 
blending suspense and 
humor, allows the Devil (Ray 
Wise) to be more persuasive 
than scary, more tempting 
than frightening, except when 
things aren’t going his way. 
Satan has his hands full when 
he acquires a 21-year-old 
slacker named Sam (Bret 
Harrison) as his personal 
bounty hunter. An evident 
underachiever, Sam had the 
misfortune of being raised by 
parents who sold his soul to 
the Devil before he was born. 
This explains why Sam never 
had to excel in school or hold 
down a decent job, unlike his 
younger brother (Kyle 
Switzer) who doesn’t enjoy 
the easy ride. 

In his new capacity as 
Satan’s bounty hunter, Sam 
has to track down evil souls 
and return them to Hell. At 
first, Sam refuses to accept 
his bizarre fate, but he quick- 
ly discovers that the Devil’s 


temper could result in 
extremely bad circumstances. 
Besides, Sam becomes fasci- 
nated by Satan’s charm and 
his flattering insistence that 
Sam is full of untapped 
potential. His new line of 
work is dangerous and fright- 
ening, even with the goofball 
help of his friends and co- 
workers at the Work Bench, a 
home improvement store. 
Sam has to go to great 
lengths to hide his new iden- 
tity from a pretty co-worker 
(Missy Peregrym) that he is 
unable to ask out due to his 
lack of self-confidence. 

A fish-out-water comedy 
emerges in the American 
heartland when a Pakistani 
Muslim exchange student 
comes to live with a family 
in rural Wisconsin. In the 
Tolchuck family, lanky 16- 
year-old Justin (Dan Byrd) is 
just trying to make it through 
the social nightmare of high 
school in Medora, with the 
help of his well-meaning 
mom Franny (Amy Pietz) 
and aspiring entrepreneur dad 
Gary (Scott Patterson). 
Though bright and funny, 
Justin is also shy, awkward 
and resigned to the fact that 
he’ll never be one of the cool 
kids. Franny comes up with 
a plan to help Justin, by sign- 
ing up for an international 
exchange student program, 
which she expects will deliv- 
er a handsome, athletic 
Nordic teen, who in turn will 
bestow instant coolness on 
her son. 

The student who arrives at 
the Tolchuck home turns out 
to be Raja Musharaff (Adhir 
Kalyan), a 16-year-old 
Muslim from a small village 
in Pakistan. Raja is thought- 
ful, responsible and wise, and 
yet the family is freaked out 
by the Muslim in their midst. 
After the initial shock wears 
off, Justin is won over by 
Raja’s humor, gestures of 
friendship and by their com- 
mon status as outsiders. 
Despite the cultural chasm 
between them, Justin and 
Raja develop an unlikely 
bond that just might help 
them survive the minefield 
that is contemporary high 
school.
